Grace and peace be multiplied abundantly. 


BELovep BRETHREN, 


PERMIT us, by our Annual Epistle, to call your attention 
toa subject of the utmost moment, viz. ‘The nature and the 
importance of the work of the Spirit of God on the heart.”’ 
We are told in the inspired volume, that believers are the 
temple of God, and that the Spirit of God dwells in them, 
] Cor. iii. 16. From that source of divine knowledge we 
are taught to consider the Spirit of God as a person in the 
divine essence, of equal power, glory and influence with the 
Father, and the Son; and that his influence on the heart of 
a fallen sinner is as essential to salvation, as the mediation 


_ of Christ. This doctrine has, however, been denied by 


many who are the poses friends of the gospel. Some 
suppose that divine influence was only exerted on the minds 
of the Patriarchs, Prophets, and the first Ambassadors of 
our Lord. Others have aflirmed that the Spirit is 1n the 
word. And some have wholly denied his existence, and 
have understood the passages which speak of the Spirit of 
God, as describing an emanation from Deity, a divine virtue, 
or a holy disposition. ‘There can be no doubt that extra- 
ordinary inficeunl was exerted on the minds of the first 
Ministers of the gospel, by which they spoke to men the 
councils of heaven; and by the same divine agent giving 
power to their word they wrought miracles. ‘This extra- 
ordinary influence, and power, is not now needed. The 
gospel is now established by infallible proofs ; but the hearts 
of men need a divine change: they are as depraved as ever 


they were at any preceding period. There can be no doubt 


but the Spirit of God can influence the minds of men. He 
is our Creator ; and he who made the mind can govern it, 
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otherwise he would have made a creature mightier than him- 
self. But what saith the scripture’on this subject? Here 
we are informed, that the Holy Spirit’s work is to regenerate 
fallen men. Except a man be born of water, and of the 
: pirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of God. John in. 5. 

This change of nature is elsewhere called a New Creation ; 


And that ye put on the new man which after God is created in 


righteousness and true holiness, Eph, iv. 24. 


It is represented as Passing from death unto life. 1 John 
ili. 14. As, being Translated from darkness into light. Col. 
1. 13. As Taking away the enmity of the heart, and recon- 
ciling us to God. 1 Cor. v. 18,19. | ;

These are expressions which do not describe the improving 
of fallen nature; but an entire change of thatnature. The 
describe a death unto sin, and a life unto holiness. This 
change includes in it a reformation of life, and manners ; 
whick is rather an effect of the Spirit’s work on the soul, 
than that work itself. Whatever apparent alteration we 
may witness in external behaviour, and however important 
such an alteration may be; whatever system of truth we ma 
Jjuaintain, even though we should have received every trut 
of divine revelation; yet there is a radical defect if the heart 
have not been renewed by the Holy Spirit of God. It ought 


to be our first work to ascertain that we are created anew in 
Christ J | | 


The nature of this work will be farther understood, by 
_ observing, that in the lively oracles of God it is described as 
a cleansing, or purifying sinners from their pollutions. 
After the Apostle Paul had described the unclean natures 
and practices of the Heathens, in 1 Cor. vi. 9, 10. he adds, 
And such were some of you; but ye are washed, but ye are 
sanctified, but ye are mc gi in the yame of the Lord Jesus, 
and by the Spirit of our God. So God in the election of 
sinners unto salvation, had respect to their being sanctified 
by the Spirit, as one distinguishing blessing, 2 Thess. ii. 13. 
1 Pet.1.2. | 


This work of the Spirit does not in its commencement 


utterly remove the existence of sin; but subdues its reigning 
power; enables us to mortify carnal affections; and gives a 
destestation to sin itself on account of its evil nature; and 
thus is the flesh crucified with its affections and lusts, Gal. y. 24. 
Not only is there an aversion to all sin, but also a fervent 
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desire after holiness in the sanctified soul. Holiness appears \_ 


to the mind in its most lovely light, and to bear the image of 
God is justly considered the consummation of felicity. Psal. 
xvit. 15, 


It is another branch of the work of the Spirit of God to 
five light and knowledge to the understanding of man. 
fence you read that God, who commanded the light to shine 
out of darkness, hath shined in our hearts, to give the light of 
the knowledge of the glory of God in the face of Jesus Christ. 
2 Cor. iv. 6. And it was a prayer offered up for the Ephe- 
sian church by the Apostle Paul, That the God of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, the Eather of Glory, may give unto you the 
Spirit of wisdom and revelation in the knowledge of him; the 
eyes of your understanding being enlightened, Eph. 1. 17, 18. 
We ought, brethren, to read our bibles, to examine every 
truth revealed there, and to use all the means in our power 
to come at the design of the Spirit in what is written ; but 
we must ever remember, that unless He shew us the glory 
and ex¢ellency of truth, we shall never properly admire it: 
unless He enlighten us to see its inestimable value,. it will 
be lightly esteemed: and unless He open the heart to receive 
it, we shall not embrace it with holy affection: These 
reflections should have a powerful influence on our minds to 
lead us to cry mightily to God, that, by his Spirit, he may 
teach us to profit, Isa. xi. 8. What will it avail us thoug 
we should have the gift of prophecy, and understand all 
mysteries, and all knowledge, if it be only speculative, and 
do not influence the heart! If we are not enlightened by 
the Spirit of Christ, we are in gross darkness even till now! 
He teaches us to give truth a cordial reception for its own 
sake, let it be delivered by whomsoever it may; and to give 
every power of the soul to its service and support. When 
the mind is thus enlightened, no part of the divine word will 
be considered of small importance, Having aur hearts thus 
enlarged, we shall make haste, and delay not to keep his com- 
mandments. Here, Brethren, you have a just criterion by 
which to judge of your spiritual condition. ALL who are 
the Lord’s are taught by the Lord, John vi. 45. Attwho 
are taught by the Lord come to Christ asthe only Saviour. 
He is their only hope. They reject all self dependance, 
and at the same time walk in his ways, according to his holy 
commandments, and divine example, with unjfeigned satis- 
faction. Ye have obeyed from the heart that form of doctrine 
which was delivered you, Rom. vii. Li. 
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6 | 
It is by the operation of the same Spirit of God, that holy 


desires are formed in the hearts of men; and by him they 


are taught how to present their requests unto God. Like- 
wise the Spirit helpeth our infirmities: for we know not what 
we should pray for as we ought ; but the Spirit itself maketh 
inlercession Jor us with groanings which cannot be uttered. 
Rom. viii. 26. 
to the mind our sins, our wants, our dangers, and our 
blessings; and excites holy and fervent desires after pardon, 
the riches of divine grace, deliverance from our enemies, 
and the enjéyment of the favor of God. Instructed and 
guree by this Spirit of grace and supplication, the sinner in 
is approaches to God views himself as he is—wretrhed, 
and miserable, and poor, and blind, and naked, Rey. iii. 17. 
_ \Faith and holiness appear of infinite importance ; the honor 


and enjoyments of the gospel are appreciated according to” 


their true value: and the desire after them swells till it 
becomes unutterable. To the formalist, to the hypocrite, 
to the unregenerate soul, prayer may be hard service; and 
when such return from the discharge of a duty in which 
their hearts felt n@ interest, they may exclaim, What profit 
‘Should we ‘have tf we should pray urto him, Job xxi, 15. 
But it is essentially requisite where the Spirit works on the 


heart, that: there be fel owship with God, or there cannot be 


inward satisfaction. Longing for communion with him, the 
believer would say, My soul thirsteth for God, for the living 
God, when shall I come and appear before him? I will come 
to the altar of God, unto God my exceeding joy, Psal. xlii. 2. 
and xiii. 4. io 


Nor must it be forgotten, that it is an important branch of 
the Spirit’s work-on the heart to impart spiritual joy and 
peace through believing. In this character he is called Ture 
Comrorttx:, John xiv. 16. He does not indeed comfort 
the believer by taking away all temporal evils, but by ad- 
ministering to iim the solid enjoyments of divine grace. 
And hope maketh net ashamed ; because the love of God is shed 
abroad én our hearts by the Holy Ghost which is given unto us. 
Rom. y. G6. The sinner sees that by the fall he is ruined ; 
feels that by sin he is wiserable; and has proved ineon- 


testably thitt in himself there is no help: but the Spirit of 


God, that holy inhabitant of his soul, shews to him the all- 
sufficiency of Christ; the perfection of his Righteousness to 
justify, and ot; his Blood to pardon; leads him to his grace 
for salvation, a: 1d manifests the faithfulness and truth of the 


That is tp say, this divine Instructor shews — 
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Redeemer, whg has said, All that the Father giveth me shall 
come te me: and him that cometh to me I will in no wise cast 
out; John vi. 37. Here solid satisfaction and joy are re- 
ceived. Zope as an anchor of the soul is both sure and 
stedfast, and entereth into that within the veil; and faith 
rests triumphantly on the Rock of ages. This is not a 
tranquillity of soul arising from a blotting out of our fallen 
and wretched state by nature from our recolleetion. No— 
but from a sight of our remedy, our restoration by Jesus 
Christ. It arises also from the communication of divine 
favor to the soul; and from the light of Jehovah's counte- 
nance shining upon the heart. | | ' 


We may, under this head ofour subject, remind you, that 
it is no mean favor which the Holy Spirit confers, when 
he witnesses with our spirits that we are born of God; that, 
we are the children of God by faith in Christ Jesus. Thus 
the apostle of the gentiles, For ye have not received the spirit 


of bondage again to fear ; but ye have received the Spirit of 


adoption, whereby we cry, Abba Father. The Spirit also 
beareth witness with our spirit, that we are the children of God. 
Rom. viii. 15,16. Nor can any one reasonably object to 
this as enthusiastic or visjonary. Why should not he who 
has the Spirit dwelling in him know that he is a child of 


God? The testimony to our own hearts that we are ina 
. state of acceptance with God, may be given by the Spirit in 


many different ways, as—by leading the mind to reflect on 
the wonderful change which has passed on itself: the evil 


and malignant tempers which are subdued ; the desires after 


holiness which are excited; and the love which he feels to 
CGiod, who was in times past an object of hatred. These, 
and such evidences, fully shew that God has renewed the 
heart: a work which he would neter have done without a 
determination to saye the soul. The testimony that we are 


the children of God, may also arise from the comforts which » 


the Holy Spirit imparts to the mind whilst communing with 
God in devout worship at a throne of grace. There it is 
that he discovers his love to the believer; exalts the mind 
to the contemplation of himself as shining forth from between 
the Cherubim: dispels unbelief and fear from the heart; 
and leads the transported soul to cry out, My Lord, and 


my God. . 


This is sitting under his shadow with great delight, while 
his graé& and truth are fruits sweet to our taste, Song 1. 3. 
There is an inexpressible sweetness in such fellowship with 
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P Ey. ee Father, and with his Son Jesus Christ, while glory inef- 
ae  fableencircles the soul. This, brethren, is walking in the 
nd _ dight of God's countenance, and tasting the joys of fis salva- 
a tion. When this is not enjoyed, and the Holy Spirit with- 
+ draws himself, then clouds and darkness cover the mind, all 
£3 is cheerlesg solitude and desolation, and the pious language |

_ same time, that, they are passed from death unto life. "These 
if works, wrought in us, are not the works of Satanic influence, 
_* _ or the unaided efforts of the mind reforming its own disor-. 
{ | dered powers; but unquestionahly they are the work of the 
~ Spirit of God inmen. From this view of the subject, you git 
_ will be led, Brethren, and that justly, to consider the Spirit’s 
influence of the utmost moment. But we shall bea little 
more explicit in pointing out to you the importance of the 
doctrine we have now been unfolding :-— Galt

— . +» Facts are allowed on all hands to be the most decisive 
— _ eorroboration of any proposition. Ifthen you turn your at- 
« | tention toward those societies where the personality and 
_ influence of'the Holy Spirit are denied, you may hear also 
the atonement of Jesus denied, and almost every doctrine of 
the gospel treated with contempt; you hear the most unna- 
tural criticisms on the plainest passages of Holy Writ; but 
you do not see the drunkard becoming sober, the unclean 
chaste, or the wanderer turned from the error of his ways. 
Worldly conformity, and a general irreverence in speaking 
of divine truth, declare, that if ever the Divine Spirit dwelt 
there, the glory is now departed. | A 


Farther; All our success, as the ministers of Jesus, in 


the conversion of sinners, and in the edification of the body 
of Christ, depends on the Spirit’s work on the hearts of men. 
You remember the account the Apostle gives of this matter 
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to the church at Corinth: J have planted, Apollos watered » 
but God gave the increase. So then, neither is he that planteth 
any thing, neither he that watereth; but God that giveth the 
increase, 1 Cor. iii. 6,7. How infinitely important is it, 
that sinners be converted to God; that sin and iniquity may 
no longer reign in the hearts of men. But the Spirit must 
convince men of sin, before they will turn from its ways, 


though their perseverance in sin should end in the loss of 


their immortal souls! Nothing can be more conducive to 
_ the present felicity of men than a cordial reception of the 
rospel; but God must open the heart before the truth can 


ave anentrance. Then, and then only, will the truth work © 


effectually, when t comes in the demonstration of the Spirit 


and with power. When the sinner approaches the Son of 


God with all his heart, he may expect pardon and salvation; 
But no man can come to Christ except the Father which hath 
sent him draw him, John vi. 44. xvi. 8.. 1'Thes. i. 5, 6. 
Can we suppose, Brethren, that hearts obdurate as ours can 


receive an impression of the divine image, till the Spirit take | 


away the stone, and give usa heart of flesh? or that darkness 
so gross as that which envolops the human mind, can be 
chased away, unless by him who said, Let there be light, and 
there was light 2 Gen. 1. 3. 


Again; You will learn the importance of this subject, if 
you reflect, that the Holy Scriptures assert, that divine in- 
fluence is essential to practical religion. So you read of, 
* walking after the Spirit, and of the Spirit of life a ou 

Sree from the law of sin and death. Rom. viii. 1, 2. at- 
ever views a man has of the truth, though he should under- 
stand all mysteries, and have all knowledge; though he shouldix 
doctrine shew uncorruptness ; yet if he walk not after the 
Spirit, his religion is vain. He must be free from the domi- 
nion of sin; the corruptions of the heart must not govern him 
who would entertain the hopes of a christian. What will it 
avail us, Brethren, how we talk, or what we profess to believe, 
ifsuch principles as the word of God inculcates do not com- 


mand the heart, and govern the life. But it is only by the © 


assistance of the Holy Spirit that the word can thus dwell in 


us and have its full influence. We are stirred up to mind © 


the things of the Spirit, by his ee power; we are ex- 
cited to love unfeigned, by the Spirit who dwelleth in us. 


You need only examine your own hearts for a moment to 
see the truth of this doctrine. Amidst all the remains of 
strong corruptions unsubdued, unbelief yet prevailing, a 
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matural sluggishness in the ways of God, and the combined 
opposition of the world and Satan, how could we, unaided, 
persevere in the way to the kingdom of heaven? No! it is 
only as we walk in the Spirit, that we live unto. God. Few 
have dared to compare themselves to the apostle Paul for 
Christian attainments; but he declares, that of himself he 
was nét able so much as do think a good thought, 1 Cor. iii. 5. 
Much less, even as a private christian, could he discharge 
al} the duties his Lord had enjoined upon him. No; he 
conflicted with his spiritual adversaries, and gained the vic- 
tory; lie surmounted difficulties, ‘and triumphed gloriously 
over all oppositions : but his sufficiency was of God. Stephen 
behaved with the utmost magnanimity when surrounded 
with enemies who were intent on his destruction, Unmoved 
by all their menaces, he repelled every accusation, defended 
_ the cause of his exalted Redeemer, and sealed the truth with 
of gunn but he was filled with the Holy Ghost, Acts vii. 


You are taught by the word of God to expect the increase of 
thechureh of Christ by the universal spread of the gospel, as 
depending on the influences of the Spirit of God. | That day 
when the whole earth shall be filled with the knowledge of God, 
is described in Holy Writ in the most animated language. 
This world, which, as a wilderness, is barren of all that is 
good, yielding no support to the mind, nor bringing forth any 
fruits of righteousness, is to rejoice and blossom as the rose. 
ft shall blossom abundantly, and rejoice even with joy and 
‘singing, Isa. xxxv: 1, 2. Glorious day this! when the eyes 
_ of the blind shall be opened; the ears of the deaf be unstopped ; 

the lame man shall leap as an hart, and the tongue of ithe dumb 
shall sine: for in the wilderness shall waters break out, and 
streams in the desert. | | 


But what shall change this desert into the garden of God? 
We are informed that God will pour his Spirit upon inen from 
on high, till the wilderness become a fruitful field, lsw. Xxxit. 15. 
In the hearts of men dwell passions cruel, savage, and un- 
governable as the wild beasts of the’ field: unsuldued or 
restrained by all the terrors of God. But then, the Holy 
Spirit, by his almighty energy and grace, will effectually 
conquer the stout-hearted and rebellious. The fierce, the 
heady, and the high-minded, will become gentle, easy to be 
entreated, full of all good fruits, and mercy. 'Thus will Pagan 
nations cast their idols tothe moles and to the bats, and worshi 

the Lord our Redeemer. When Immanuel, the Lord an 
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Saviour of men, came and tabernacled amongst us, all nations 
(the Jews excepted) were covered with gross darkness. 
Men had departed from the living God, and sacrificed to 


devils. Their altars streamed with the blood of human— 


victims, Ignorance, superstition, and the most abominable 
crimes universally prevailed. ‘The first mimsters of our 
Lord were sent forth to preach the gospel to these poor 
deluded sinners, and multitudes believed dnd turned to the 
Lord. Their sound went into all the earth, and their words ta 
the ends of the world. ‘They who had been the most devotedly 
attached te the worship of idols, abandoned that worship, 


_ They who had been the deepest sunk in depravity, became 


the servants of God, and had their fruit unto holiness, Rom. vi. 
29. This was the prototype of what shall be done when 


God and of his Christ. ‘The ministers of the gospel will go 
forth to the East and to the West, to the North and to the 
South, preaching the word every where, the Lord working 


with them, confirming their words with signs following, 


Mark xvi. 20. 


Our duty, as christians and as ministers, is very clear, 


We ought to seek, very earnestly, that the influences of 


the Spirit may rest on our own souls, and succeed our 
labours. We said, “ to rest on our own souls ;”’ for unless 
we experience his presence with us, we are in an awful con- 


dition: If any man have not the Spirit of Christ, he is none . 


of his, Rom. viii. 9. How can we, how dare we presume 
to stand up and teach others, who have not been taught of 
Godourselves! We must handle and taste the word of life, 
and have the Spirit dwelling in us, having an-unction from 
the Holy One, or we shall undoubtedly end in the flesh, and 
of the flesh reap corruption. 


Our services for Christ and his cause, in public and in 
private, ought to be performed with a zeal becoming their 
urgency and importance; having every power of the soul 
engaged; with an entire dependance, also, on divine in- 
fluence fora blessing. ‘Then shall the work of our hands be 
established upon us. | 

In our preaching and conversation, we ought to testify the 
high regard we entertain for the grace and influences of the 
Holy Spirit: and in order to impress the importance of both 
more forcibly on the mind, let us often meditate on our 
own inability to serve God acceptably ;_ observe the deplore 


the*kingdoms of this world shall become the kingdoms of our

able state of our fellow sinners; remark the effects produced 
wheré divine influence is copiously poured forth ; and what 
consolations the Spirit of God imparts to the soul.

Especially important is it, that we maintain a godly 
jealousy over ourselves, lest we should grieve that Holy 
Spirit of God, by whom we are sealed unto the day of redemp- 
tion. A continual regard must be had to our general de - 
portment, and a holy watchfulness over the heart: here 
dwells the Spirit. Evil thoughts, angry passions, doubts, 
fears, gree and unbelief, defile this temple of God, and he 
is the Spirit of Holiness. 1|

Finally; Let us covet, earnestly, to be filled with the 
Spirit, Eph. v. 18. We are commanded in Scripture so to 
be; and this, most evidently, would be our greatest mercy. 
This is'not to rest satisfied with the general truth, that “ He 
does dwell with his people,’ but rather that we feel, experi- 
mentally, that Christ dwells in our hearts by his Spirit; 
does bring our thoughts into subjection to himself; does 
sanctify our polluted hearts, and lead us intoalltruth. So 
shall we become trees of righteousness, the planting of the 
Lord, and he will be glorified. | :
